BeErOR TD. Oke EHE SUBERINTCENDENT OR “SCHOOLS 
To the Members of the Francestown School Board: 


It is not feasible for the present superintendent to write at 
length concerning the schools. As is known, they have been 
surveyed for achievement during the early part of the fall. This 
preliminary survey has been constantly checked up by investi- 
gation of work as done from week to week in the schools. At 
present, diagnostic tests are being arranged, Greenfield co- 
operating with Francestown in the matter of teacher meetings. 
No complete record can be available until May, at which time 
it will be possible definitely to speak of the achievement and 
standing of each individual pupil on the basis of several cor- 
related standard tests. 

During the fall and winter terms most of the educational 
stress has been on the “‘three R’s’’. The standard of achieve- 
ment can, we believe, be reached in these subjects with the 
present equipment of books. 

The superintendent cannot fail to express his personal opinion 
of the value of the late Mr. Edwin Farnum’s interest in the 
schools and wishes to add the tribute of his own sense of per- 
sonal loss to that which has been so universally expressed. 


No large changes have been brought about in the organiza- 
tion of the schools. We consider that a wise step was taken 
when resident music instruction was substituted for the cadet 
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teachers’ services. Under ordinary conditions it ought not to 
be too difficult to secure a continuation of the present plan. 

The superintendent wishes to state very frankly that the 
splendid friendship shown to him by the people of Francestown 
has meant a great deal to him, and pledges in return the very 
best of his services. 

The following Recommendations are made for your consid- 
eration. 

1. The purchase and erection of suitable playground ap- 
paratus; not expensive, but of the type suggested by the 
American Playground Association; chinning bars, horizontal 
ladders, swings and basket ball goals, simple hurdles, the 
preparation of a place for broad jumps. 

2. The joining with the other five towns of Union No. 47 in 
the securing of a visiting nurse to be made available, out 
of state aid funds, for home work in Francestown, supple- 
menting any inspections by follow-up work, and getting 
children who need care into the hands of capable local 
physicians or specialists, where need is found. 

3. The purchase of new blackboards. Since slate is at present 
so very expensive, Hyloplate can be used, with an assured 
“life” of at least ten years. At present the boards are 
extremely unsatisfactory. 

4. The purchase of globes of the suspension type for daily 
schoolroom use. | 

5. Remodeling, covering possibly a three year period, the 
rooms until not less than 900 out of a possible 1,000 points 
are arrived at on any standardized basis of school room 
rating. 

6. The cutting out of the space in the jacketed stove and the 
installation of an inexpensive door, so that hot lunches 
may be cooked and each child served at least a cup of hot 
cocoa or a small bowl of hot stew during the noon hours 
in the winter months.
